(Queen Suzanne was realty miffeoTabout that snub), I did catch a glimpse of this renowned 
personage as bo flitted down the hail. ~Wwere on our way to the IBA meetiiag which took 
place in the ease room that the cocktail party had Just vacated. At the IDA meeting the 
sombers discussed more Iaportant Hatters (can you guess? ) -^iploaacy and Things Good for The 
Kobty, 

Sunday dawned too early, While X was propping ay eyelids open in the room to maintain 
& semblanoo of being awake, Walter dashed off to discuss Iaportant fetter*. He toured the
